be mo re serio u s than they n o w seem. 
Deeters was climbin g the p o le to lo o k 
•after so me wires at the to p . 
Sp ec­ 
tato rs who were watchin g him were 
lio rrified to see him su dden ly release 
his ho ld o n the p o le an d fall to th 
j 
cemen t sidewalk belo w. 
They ru shed to him an d ex p ected 
to p ick him u p dead. lie was carried 
to Dr. Fran k Green ’s o ffice in an u n ­ 
co n scio u s co n ditio n . 
He was so o n 
rev iv ed, an d Dr. Fran k Green , as­ 
sisted by Dr. Lo well Green ex amin ed 
liim. As far as they can tell n o w his 
in ju ries are n o t serio u s an d there are 
n o bro k en bo n es, bu t the man is bad­ 
ly bru ised an d it may later dev elo p 
that he is su fferin g fro m in tern al in ­ 
ju ries. 
That he escap ed death, o r at 
least serio u s in ju ry , seems rem ark ­ 
able to tho se who saw him fall. 
Deeters stru ck the sidewalk o n his 
Lip s an d elbo ws, an d in this way the 
fo rce was n o t all o n o n e hip . 
It is 
tho u ght that if all his weight had 
been o n the left hip , which is in ju red 
the wo rse, it wo u ld hav e been cru sh­ 
ed. 
It is giv in g him mu ch p ain , an d 
his elbo ws an d left side are bo ther­ 
in g him co n siderably . 
On e o f his han ds is slightly bu rn ­ 
ed. 
This was do n e when he grasp ed 
the ho rizo n tal bar which su p p o rts the 
street lamp . 
In so me way the wires 
had beco me gro u n ded, p ro bably du e 
to the high win d this mo rn in g, an d 
when he to o k ho ld o f the bar the 
dio ck cau sed him to release his ho ld 
o n the p o le. 
As so o n as Deeters re­ 
gain ed co n scio u sn ess the first thin g 
he said was n o t to let an y o n e else go 
u p that p o le. 
It was at first tho u ght that he had 
to u ched the telep ho n e 
wires 
an d 
made a circu it between the two , bu t 
Geo rge Dav is, su p erin ten den t o f the 
telep ho n e co mp an y , do es 
n o t thin k 
this is p ro bable. 
The wo rk man was 
n o t wearin g his safety strap as he 
had n o t y et fin ished his climb. 
He 
has been in the emp lo y o f the city 
an d w ater p lan t fo r almo st two y ears 
an d has been a 
go o d an d 
reliable 
man .

to d etermining 
w hat shall be the attitu d e of the Unit­ 
ed States gov ernment in sev eral im­ 
portant d iplomatic q u estions which will 
become 
the 
su bject 
of 
official 
ex ­ 
changes within the nex t few months. 
One of these q u estions will arise ou t of 
the efforts of a sy nd icate of American 
and British capitalists to bu ild a rail­ 
way in western Manchu ria from Chin- 
•ehowfu to Tsitsihar. 
Another q u estion 
for d etermination is whether certain 
ex clu siv e mining concessions recently 
obtained by Japan from China are in 
v iolation of the “open d oor” policy for 
which the United States has stood 
sponsor since John H ay 's serv ice as 
secretary of state. 


Knox W ants Share For Us.

cate. 
Sev eral months ago the Ja pa ­ 
nese gov ernment block ed the efforts of 
British capitalists to constru ct a rail­ 
road from Hsinmu ntu n to Fak u men.4u 
Manchu ria. 
On Sept. 4 last an agree­ 
ment was signed at Dalny by which 
China promised , in the ev ent of u nd er 
tak ing to constru ct a railway between 
these two points, to arrange the m at­ 
ter prev iou sly with Japan. 


British and Am ericans Together. 
Block ed in this effort, the British 
capitalists allied themselv es with the 
American sy nd icate and proposed the 
constru ction of a railway from Chin- 
chowiu to Tsitsihar. with an ex tension 
later t > Aigu n. 
So far the Chinese 
gov ernment has not approv ed this pro­ 
gram. 
Accord ing to press d ispatches 
from Pek in, the Japanese gov ernment 
lias serv ed notice u pon China that it 
reserv es the right to he consu lted with 
respect to the proposed railway . 
The 
line of the proposed road between Chin- 
chowfu and Tsitsihar is in the ex treme 
western part of Manchu ria, ou tsid e of 
what is regard ed 
as the Japanese 
sphere of influ ence. 
Thou gh both terminals will be In 
Manchu ria, a consid erable portion of 
the road will ru n throu gh Mongolia, 
the prov ince west of Manchu ria. 
The 
importance of the proposed line lies 
in that it will connect at Tsitsihar 
with the Transsiberian railroad . 
The 
Japanese, it was said , were apprehen­ 
siv e that this road wou ld d iv ert traffic 
coming from Eu rope ov er the Trans- 
Siberian railroad from the Sou th Man 
chu rian railroad , which is a Japanese 
enterprise. 
Secretary Knox personally is scru ti 
nizing the recent treaty between China 
and Japan re 
pment 
of mines in Manchu ria. 
( u pies of this 
agreement were receiv ed in the state 
d epartm ent not long ago« 
Article 4 
of the agreement is as follows: 
“ All mines along the Antu ng Mu k d en 
railway and the main line of the Sou th 
Manchu rian railway , ex cepting those 
at Fu shu n and Vu entai. shall be ex ­ 
ploited as joint enterprises of Japanese 
and Chinese su bjects on the general 
principles which the v iceroy of east­ 
ern three prov inces and the gov ernor 
of Shingk ing prov ince agreed u pon 
with the Japanese consu l general in 
19 07 .” 
No d ecision lias boon reached as to 
w hether this article is in contrav ention 
of the “open d oor” policy . 
When the 
state d epartm ent's inv estigation into 
the m atter has been end ed Mr. Knox , 
it is assu med , will d etermine the ad ­ 
v isability of mak ing a formal protest 
against the agreement to China and 
Japan.

Greenland , 
who d efend s Dr. Fred erick A. Cook ’s 
claim as to the d iscov ery of the north 
pole, was a member of the Danish lit­ 
erary ex ped ition which left Copenha­ 
gen early in 19 02 and spent two y ears 
among the Esk imos in Greenland . 
Rasmu ssen's assertions of his belief 
in Cook ’s story after talk s with Esk i­ 
mos familiar with Cook ’s ex ploits hav e 
materially strengthened the Brook ly n 
d octor's 
position 
in 
v ariou s 
circles 
which hav e shown an inclination to 
d ou bt parts of his narrativ e. 
Rasmu ssen spent the two y ears he 
was in Greenland on the stated occa­ 
sion in stu d y ing the racial history of 
the Esk imos. 
The other principals of the ex ped i­ 
tion 
were L. 
My liu s Erichsen and 
Cou nt Ilarak l Moltk e. Organized orig­ 
inally as a priv ate enterprise, the ob­ 
jects were d eemed of su ch importance 
from a geographical and ethnological 
point of v iew that the total ex penses 
of the ex ped ition were assu med by the 
Danish k ingd om. 


W ent to Cape York. 
The ex ped ition arriv ed in Greenland 
in Ju ne, 19 02. 
It left Upernav ik for 
Cape York in March. 19 03. spend ing 
nearly ten months among the polar Es­ 
k imos, and left for the sou th agaiu in 
Ju ne. 19 04. break ing its jou rney by a 
stop in west Greenland and retu rning 
to Copenhagen in September. 19 04. 
In Au gu st, 19 00, Rasmu ssen left Co­ 
penhagen for Greenland , intend ing to 
be gone six y ears to complete his re­ 
searches into the ethnological and so­ 
cial habits of the Esk imos, tlie tou r, as 
originally planned , to cov er the entire 
north coast of North America as far as 
Alask a. 
For this work Rasmu ssen is pecu liar­ 
ly fitted , as he is part Esk imo himself. 
His mother is a sou th Greenland Esk i­ 
mo. 
11 is father is Christian Rasm u s­ 
sen, a Danish clergy man, who spent 
ov er twenty y ears as a missionary 
among the nativ es of sou thwest Green­ 
land . 
At the age of fou rteen Knu d 
Rasmu ssen went to Denmark with his 
parents and entered the Univ ersity of 
Copenhagen, from which he was grad ­ 
u ated with honors. 


Three Branches of Race. 
The resu lts of his early association 
with his k insfolk , su pplemented by his 
more m atu re stu d ies of 19 02 and 19 03. 
were pu blished in Danish u nd er the 
titles of “The New People” and “The 
Lash of the North Wind .” They were 
translated into English in 
19 08 and 
pu blished u nd er the title of “ People of 
the Polar North.” The book d eals with 
three d istinct Esk imo branches which 
comprise the popu lation of Greenland 
—first, the w est Greenland ers, being 
the civ ilized and Christianized inhab­ 
itants of west and sou thwest Green­ 
land ; second , the east -Greenland ers, 
being the former inhabitants of the 
sou theast coast, now practically d e­ 
serted ex cel>t id one area on the east 
coast 
k nown 
as Angmagsslik , and , 
third , the polar Esk imos. 
In this record of the liv es of the most 
northerly d welling people of the world , 
comprising the nomad ic grou ps 
be­ 
tween the d egrees of 7 G and 7 8 u orth 
latitu d e, are embraced their legend s, 
religiou s beliefs and fables—ev ery thing, 
in fact, connected with their folk lore 
and their present v iews of life. 
In the 
preface to his book Rasmu ssen say s: 
“W hen I was a child I u sed often to 
hear an old Greeu land ic woman tell 
how. far aw ay u orth. at the end of the 
world , there liv ed a people who d ressed 
in bearsk ins and ate raw flesh. 
Their 
cou ntry was alway s shu t in by ice, and 
the d ay light nev er reached ov er the 
tops of their high fjeld s (mou ntains). 
W hoev er wished to go there mu st 
trav el with the sou th wind , right u p 
to the lord of the wild north gales. 
Ev en before I k new w hat trav eling 
meant I d etermined that one d ay 1 
wou ld go and find these people.” 
“The Esk imos.” he say s, “are mu ch 
lik e animals. 
The men lov e their 
wiv es, bu t when the fancy tak es them 
they m altreat them in a m anner that 
we civ ilized men wou ld consid er bru ­ 
tal. 
‘Bu t,’ say the Esk imos, ‘if affec­ 
tion is to be k ept aliv e the women 
m u st feel occasionally that the 
ma n is 
strong.’ ” 
Ev en the presence o f a civ ilized ma n 
who ha d Eskimo blo o d in his v eins 
a ro used the 
suspicio ns o f the so uth­ 
ea st Greenla nders.

mo rs, he sa y s, were circula ted a bo ut 
his co ming , “ chiefly ha wked a bo ut by
